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1. A usually reliable, confidential source of this office 
recently learned from a member of the OUN/M organization (Organization 
of Ukrainian Nationalists/Melnick faction) that approximately 20-40 
individuals in the UkSSR were arrested by Soviet authorities in 
August 1965. Among those involved were individuals reportedly in 
contact with members of the OUN/M in the West, The arrests took 
place following a gatliering of students and young writers near Kiev. 

It reportedly is believed that the group was betrayed to the KGB by 
one of the participants. The OUN/M member who reported the incident 
to our source has speculated that Ivan Vasylovych KOLASKA revealed 
to Vitaliy KOROTYCH the names of Soviet individuals in contact 
with OUN/M people in the West. (See report on KOLASKA in OCOW-5534, 
dated 21 October 1965). (Our views on KOROTYCH will be forwarded 
separately.)
